It is said that Senator ; 
Owen introduced the trill at the re­ 
quest of the President because Sen­ 
ator O’Gorman, who is chairman of 
com m ittee on inter-oceanic canals, is 
opposed to the repeal ot the canal 
tolls exemption. 
Mr. Owen probably 
will lead the fight for the repeal bill 
In the upper house. 
Its principle op­ 
ponent in that body will be Senator 
O’Gorman. 
Owing to the increasing demand for 
tim e in the general debate which will 
precede the passage of the repeal bill 
in the house it is the determination 
of the administration leaders in the 
house to await a definite calculation 
of the required number of hours be­ 
fore passing a rule lim iting discussion.
